Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Rejections udner 35 USC 112, first and second paragraph 
are overcome. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims do not actually state that plural spots 
are formed on each support simultaneously, but even if they did, the examiner has interpreted Figure 5 as showing plural supports as 
formed by the rows of array areas, i.e., each support has plural array areas and one spot is formed in each of the plural array areas at the 
same time that a spot is formed in the other areas on the same row-shaped support. Looking at Figure 5, there are five linear injection 
modules with five units, shown above five row-shaped supports. 
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
